NOTES  from  the  Desk  of  the  Executive  Director 


In  looking,  retrospectively,  at  this  past  fiscal  year,  each  and  every  one  of  you 
can  point  with  pride  to  the  tremendous  progress  that  has  taken  place.  Your  Branch 
has  taken  some  very  definite  strides  that  will,  not  only  enable  us  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  service,  but  also,  to  provide  these  services  in  a professionally 
acceptable  manner. 

In  last  year's  annual  message,  I stated  that  "Even  though  our  Prevention  of  Blind- 
ness Program  has  made  tremendous  strides,  it  is  far  from  becoming  an  accredited 
program."  This  year  however,  our  Prevention  of  Blindness  Program  has  basically 
met  all  the  promulgated  standards.  Therefore,  an  application  for  accreditation 
will  bo  submitted  to  our  Central  Office  in  the  very  near  future. 

With  the  addition  of  our  Prevention  of  Blindness  Worker,  which  became  a reality 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Frederick  and  Ellen  Fair  Memorial  Fund,  your  Branch 
will  be  able  to  expand  this  service,  beyond  that  of  Remedial  Eye  Care.  Initially 
the  expanded  plans  for  this  program  include; 

1 . A yearly  conducted  Glaucoma  Screening  Program,  that  will  encompass  all 
of  Venango  County. 

2.  An  Eye  Safety  Program  (Sergeant  Seymore)  for  all  Venango  County  elemen- 
tary school  children. 

3.  An  Eye  Safety  Program  for  local  industries. 

4.  An  accelerated  and  comprehensive  Public  Education  Program. 

The  worth  of  these  programs  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents;  however,  the 
peace  of  mind  that  will  be  derived  from  knowing  that  we  are  doing  everything 
within  our  power  to  eliminate  unnocessar^r  blindness,  should  far  outweigh  the 
monetary  rewards . 

Not  only  have  we  progressed  in  the  Prevention  Department;  but  we  have  also  ex- 
panded our  services  to  the  Blind  of  Venango  County.  Even  though  our  services  to 
the  Blind  have  increased  over  last  year’s,  we  are  not  content  with  leaving  this 
program  in  its  present  state.  The  Home  Visitor  has  made  some  very  definite 
suggestions  to  the  Executive  Director,  that  would  definitely  benefit  the  blind 
clients  of  Venango  Coxxnty.  These  programs  are  all  in  accord  with  the  traditional 
concept  "that  people  are  best  helped  by  being  taught  to  help  themselves." 

If  your  Executive  Director  continues  to  receive  the  unselfish  and  dedicated 
support  of  his  Directors  in  the  forthcoming  year,  as  he  has  in  the  past,  the 
Venango  County  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind  cannot  help 
but  to  become  one  of  the  finest  branches  in  our  Commonwealth,
